Right Men o on Trial

pirates bad no difficulty io over 
taking them. Seven moen,, all 
carrying » frrearme, boarded | the 
cargo ‘earrier and sacked it and 
finally ordered the crew to row the 
boat after their juak.: After’ a 
long ond aimless cruise the twu 
boats returned to Tai Ma at 6 p.m. 
"next day, and thera the master 
and ‘the crew "of the  pirat- 
ed vessel - were vent — ashore 
in'bwo sempons. After this the 


| pirates aailed off with the cargo 


junk. The marooned = Feamen 
apent the - night op the 
hillside'at Tai-Me and next morn- 
ing started fo walk to Pak Ngau. 
After plodding along for” six - hours 
they sueceeded in prevailing upon 
a pasring junk ‘to take them to 
their dedtination. On June 29th. 
‘the junk soaster, on information 
received, went'to Macao in search 
of hia boat, but fsiled. On July 
6th. he came to Hongkong, 
and on the same day located his 
bont’ at the Yaumati breakwater. 


He went away to fetch the’ 


police, but om his return “to 
the breakwater the junk bad 
sailed away, It was next day 
that he saw the vessel again, this 
time at Aberdeen harbour.
